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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT AND STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants arguments discussed during the interview dated 12/20/05 have been fully 
considered and found persuasive. (See attached Interview Summary.) 

In particular, Applicant primarily argues that the cited prior art of record (Kusunose) does 
not teach a plurality of concurrently scanning spot beams that scan the object along a first 
common line. Rather, Kusunose teaches a plurality of beams arranged in a first axis (i.e. linear 
arrangement) scanning across the object each in its own respective path. Thus, although the 
scanning beams are moving in the same direction, they are not along a same line or axis. 

Examiner's Amendment

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Regarding claims 1 1-14, the cited prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a 
linear light detector apparatus comprising, along with the other claimed features, a plurality of 
concurrently scanning spot beams that scan the object along a first common axis. 

Regarding claims 15-17, the cited prior art of record does not teach or fairly suggest a 
method for detecting signals comprising, along with the other claimed features, receiving an 
input from a respective one of a plurality of concurrently scanning beams that scan an object 
along a first common axis.
